t 22 years of age talented Barry 

Windham definitely has a 

bright future ahead of him. Very 
few professionals have accomplished 
half the things that Barry has attained 
in his four short years on the mat. But 
watching him in the ring one would 
never realize that Barry Windham is 
merely a few years removed from 
rookie status. His moves are incredi- 
ble; his timing superb; his finishing 
maneuvers are letter perfect. With all 
these going for him Barry Windham 
appears to have the world in his 
hands. Yet he is still a few short steps 
away from the top. Will he ever make 
it to the pinnacle of his chosén profes- 
sion? You can bet on it. 

Already talented Barry Windham 
has held World Champion Ric Flair to 
a one hour draw in which he captured 
the only fall in the two out of three fall 
encounter. Besides, Barry also pin- 
ned Flair in a televised match seen 
coast to coast on Championship 
Wrestling from Florida as well as on 
Global Wrestling. The original tele- 
vised match was scheduled as a 10 
minute time limit bout, but when Flair 
could not defeat Windham in the pre- 
scribed time period he asked for five 
more minutes. The World Champion 
definitely put his foot in his mouth that 
time because before the five minutes 
had expired Barry Windham had Ric 
Flairs shoulders pinned to the mat. 
Unfortunately for Windham, however, 
the extra five minutes were not called 
for in the original contract. As such 
champion Ric Flair managed to walk 
out of the arena a little embarassed, 
yet still holding onto his precious “10 
pounds of gold”!

After his tremendous showing in 
the televised match, Windham was 
granted a World’s: Championship 
match with a one hour time limit, and, 
as mentioned earlier, the talented 
Windham came ever so close to win- 
ning the biggest prize in wrestling. 
Now Barry Windham knows what he 
has to do and you can be certain that 
the talented grappler will go to any 
lengths possible to get Ric Flair back 
in that ring against him. “Ric Flair is 
running scared!” Windham stated. 

“| don't like to sound like I’m brag- 
ging, but Flair knows | have his 
number. I've already pinned him on 


two different occasions; once in our 
television match and the second time 
in our championship bout. Unfortu- 
nately in our one hour encounter, the 
time limit ran out before | could pin 
him for the second fall, but now | have 
plenty of confidence and | know that 
someday my time will come. I’ve 
learned so much in the last year and | 
know that if | stay healthy and con- 
tinue to progress the way | have, | will 
wear the World's Championship 
crown.” 

Its often been said that second 
generation wrestlers such as Barry 
Windham merely live off their father’s 


reputation. But, in Barry Windham’s 
case nothing could be farther from the 
truth. It's a known fact throughout the 
wrestling world that Barry Windhamis 
the son of the great Blackjack Mulli- 
gan. Yet before embarking on his pro- 
fessional career, Barry Windham de- 
cided that he would either make it or 
break it on his own. That's why it took 
more than a year before anyone knew 
that Barry was Blackjack’s son. He 
surely wasn't as physically imposing 
as his father nor was he emulating his 
father’s style in the ring. He was 
merely doing it his own way and mak- 
ing it!

After wrestling for less than a year 
Barry Windham had captured the 
Southern Heavyweight title, the 
Florida Heavyweight championship 
as well as the Florida tag team title. 
Everything seemed to be going: ac- 
cording to plan until Barry was in- 
volved in a near fatal car accident. 
After the accident Barry was laid up 
for six months, but on his return Barry 
was now wrestling as Blackjack Mul- 
ligan Jr.. “Laying in bed | had a lot of 
time to think about many things,” 
Barry recalled. “After my accident and 
all during my recovery my dad stuck 
by me constantly. But | could sense 
that something was wrong. He was 
happy for me and all that | had ac- 
complished, yet talking to him | could 
tell that he felt a little hurt that | never 
let on that he was my dad. He never 
came out and told me this, but it was 
just a feeling that | had. When | was 
ready to come back he worked out 
with me constantly and taught me so 
many things | never knew before. 
Then the more | got to thinking | 
realized that | had already made it on 
my own and now it was time to let the 
world know who my father was. After 
this we teamed together throughout 
Tennessee and Virginia and then in 
the Mid-Atlantic area, and we were 
very successful together. But after 
wrestling together for close to a year 
we went our separate ways. My dad 
eventually entered the WWF area 
and from there embarked on a world

tour which took him to South Africa, 
Lagos, Nigeria and finally Tokyo, Ja- 
pan. As for me, | came back to Florida 
and that’s where I’ve been ever 
since.” 

Once back in the Sunshine State 
the Blackjack Mulligan name was 
dropped in favor of his original Florida 
monicker, Barry Windham. Once 
again Barry Windham became an 
overnight sensation. “It’s great to 
have the fans’ support,” Barry con- 
fided. “It really gets me going when 
they start cheering for me and get 
behind me the way that they do. Even 
if you have the talent, without fan 
Support you are missing an important 
ingredient necessary for success. | 
owe a great deal to those people out 
there and | hope that | will never let 
them down..” 

But even with the support of 


everyone in Florida, Barry Windham 
was completely defenseless against 
the onslaught of Angelo Mosca. Dur- 
ing a televised match, Mosca sav- 
agely interfered in Windham’s match 
and rammed the young star’s head 
right through a wooden partition. 
Needless to say, Windham was 
knocked unconscious in this attack 
and was out of action for a couple of 
weeks. But once recovered, his dad, 
the illustrious, Blackjack Mulligan, 
journeyed to Florida to join his son 
and seek out revenge on Mosca. 
Since Mulligan’s entry in the Sun- 
shine State, Barry Windham has al- 
tered his style somewhat and has 
become much more aggressive in- 
side the ring. And, this new aggres- 
siveness has been paying off for Win- 
dham quite handsomely. “Looking 
back | think | may have been alittle too 


soft before,” Windham stated. “But 
not any more. | guess my dad was 
right all along when he said that 
wrestling scientifically will not bring 
you total success. But, I’m still learn- 
ing. Hey, I'm only wrestling four years 
and | hope to be wrestling for many 
more. My goal is the World's belt, and 
watching dad go at it, | think I’ve now 
stumbled on to the key to success. 
I've come close already and soon I'm 
definite that all my training will pay off. 
Thatis, if Ric Flair is not too scared to 
give me another title match. But, if | 
keep on winning, Ric Flair will be 
forced to give me a return bout and 
when he does | will be ready.” 

Barry Windham has set his sights 
very high, but with his talent the sen- 
sational young star just may be able to 
go all the way tothe top.

But not since the 
heyday of the legendary Johnny Val- 
entine or the great Fritz Von Erich has 
anyone taken command of the Texas, 
scene quite the way Bruiser Bob 
Sweetan has.

“Bruiser,” the name tacked 
on him early in his career, stands 61”, 
weighs 285 pounds and is a top-notch 
competitor who can dish it out as well 
as take it. With his dreaded Piledriver, 
“Bruiser” Bob Sweetan has seriously 
injured many an opponent after get- 
ting trapped in this most dangerous 
maneuver. In fact the procedure is so 
deadly thatit has even been outlawed 
in several states, but Sweetan con-

tinues to use this Piledriver with a 
great deal of success.  / 

“Why should | give up my Pile- 
driver?” Sweetan asked after a recent 
Texas bout. “It’s not any more 
dangerous than any other maneuver. 
In fact | feel that one can cause more 
injury with a suplex than with a Pile- 
driver. But I'll admit that the Piledriver 
can be quite deadly, if not delivered 
properly. But | am the master of the 
Piledriver. Mr. Pile Driver, as my shirt 
implies, and | don’t use this maneuver 
deliberately to cripple anyone. This 
may happen at times if my opponent 
is not physically strong enough to en- 
dure the rigors of the wrestling life, but 
it is not my intention to deliberately 
injure someone when | step inside 
that ring. | want to win. That is my 
primary goal and | will do anything in 
my power to accomplish this goal.” 

On Sweetan’s initial arrival in the 
Lone Star State, popular Scott Casey 
was the first of his many victims. 
Eventually, however, Sweetan 
changed his ways. He then took it 
upon himself to clean up the entire 
southwest of men like Tully Blan- 
chard, the Mongolian Stomper and 
the Grapplers, and the Texas fans 
couldn’t have been happier with his 
change of heart. Now that Sweetan’s

After arriving in Texas, Bruiser Bob 
Sweetan set his sights on capturing 
the prized Southwest Heavyweight 
Championship but champion Tully 
Blanchard simply avoided having any 
title confrontations against the 
Bruiser. Finally, Lou Thesz, director of 
Southwest Championship Wrestling, 
ordered Blanchard to face Sweetan 
with the Southwest title at stake. But 
Blanchard somehow managed to 
hold on to the title in all of their meet- 
ings. Eventually, the day of reckoning 


4 arrived as Bruiser Bob Sweetan de- 


feated Tully Blanchard in a steel cage 
match in San Antonio's Hemisphere 
Arena. Using a flying body press off 
the top rope Sweetan toppled Blan- 
chard for the pin and the title. 


As champion, Bruiser Bob Sweetan 
faced every top man in the South- 
west. Tully Blanchard, Hangman 
Bobby Jaggers, both Masked 
Grapplers and Cowboy Bob Orton 
met defeat at the hands of Sweetan. 
Backing down from no one, Sweetan 
also defeated fan favorites Wahoo Mc 
Daniel, Gino Hernandez and Terry 
Funk. But, the rigor of defending the 
Southwest championship night after 
night eventually got to Sweetan as he 
was defeated for the title by Adrian 
Adonis in a wild controversial brawl in 
San Antonio. Needless to say, Bruiser 
Bob Sweetan is now relentlessly pur- 
suing Adonis in hopes of regaining his 
title. 


No one can hold on to a champion- 
ship forever, but the fans in the South- 
west still hold “Mr. Pile Driver’, Bob 
Sweetan very close to their hearts. 
With his fantastic moves and his 
dreaded Piledriver, Bruiser Bob 
Sweetan should be wearing a cham- 
pionship strap around his waist once 
again in the not too distant future. *

RINGSIDE: Do you come from a 
wrestling family? | know I’ve met 
another Garvin in my travels around 
the country. 


GARVIN: Yes, | do come from a 
wrestling family. | have two other 
brothers who are also involved in the 
sport. My brother Terry is now in- 
volved in promoting in Kansas City 
and Ronnie is now wrestling in At- 
lanta, Georgia for World's Champi- 
onship Wrestling. 


RINGSIDE: We understand that you 
have a very extensive amateur back- 
ground. Would you care to elaborate 
on your amateur career. 


GARVIN: | would be delighted! I’ve 
been wrestling professionally since | 
was 17 but | had my first match at the 
age of nine at the Sportatorium in 
Tampa for Eddie Graham. He ran the 
St. Marty of Christians wrestling team 
and | wrestled for him. In 1962 | cap- 
tured the Florida State AAU Camp- 
ionship. | broke my arm in that victory, 
but | still continued to wrestle and 
eventually won the tournament. As 
you can see wrestling has been my 
whole life and | won't stop until | get to 
the top. 


RINGSIDE: But your style today is 
completely different than it was as an 
amateur.

Von Erich brothers to win the world’s crown!

hen you have three mem- 
W bers from the same family as 

talented as Kevin, Kerry, and 
David Von Erich, comparisons are in- 
evitable, Who. is actually the best 
wrestler in the family? In some 
peoples’ minds, the top family 
member is tall, lean and lanky David 
Von Erich. But don’t let David hear 
you say this. “We are all equal,” David 
recently stated. “On any given day it 


_may appear that! may.be a little more 
advanced than my brothers and then - 


on another day it may seem that Kerry 
or Kevin are better wrestlers than me, 
but we all learned our stuff from the 
same teacher, our dad, and each one 
of us feels that we are each other's 
equals. There is no animosity or hard 
feelings at all between Kevin, Kerry or 
myself. We are all working towards a 
common goal and our goal is to bring 
the World's title into the Von Erich 
household. Right now it looks like 
Kevin has the best shot at it, but if he 
is unsuccessful against Ric Flair next 
time, you can be sure that Kerry and | 
will be waiting in the wings ready to 
challange him for the title.” 


Besides pursuing Ric Flair’s 
World's title, David has been wrestling 
with brothers Kerry and Kevin against 
the Fabulous Freebirds. At stake is 
the six man tag team title which the 
Von Erichs currently hold. But the 
Freebirds are hot on their trails. “Ac- 
tually the title was originally captured 
by the Freebirds, Michael Hayes and 
Terry Gordy, with an assist by David 
Von Erich. When Freebird Buddy 
Roberts was unable to make his con- 


| 


nection into Dallas on Christmas 
night, David substituted for him and 
captured the final fall in the finals of 
the six man tournament. Afterwards a 
major war broke out between the 
Freebirds and the Von Erichs and 
they have been at odds ever since. “| 
have no use at all for Terry Gordy, 
Michael Hayes or Buddy, Roberts,” 
David stated. “I helped them win the 
title and the same night this happened 
they prevented my brother Kerry from 


winning the World's title when they 
interfered in his match. How could | 
have any respect for them after what 
they did to my brother? Right then and 
there | vowed to get even and believe 
me, | will!” . 

Needless to say, since that incident 
David has faced all three of the 
Freebirds in both singles and tag 
team encounters, but the war is still 
far from over.

The promoters then signed a 
match between the two with the stipu- 
lation that both men would be hand- 
cuffed together. Blood quickly oozed

“That match was the roughest bout 
I've had in quite a long time,” David 
admitted.

In the last eight months David Von 
Erich has shown a tremendous im- 
provement in his style of wrestling. 
Granted, he always was good, but not 
this good! Today David Von Erich is 
one of the top five wrestlers in the 
world and he has nowhere to go but 
up. David owes a great deal of his 
improvement to the days he spent in 
Florida just prior to returning to Texas.

called. “It was something that |

Dory Funk Jr., an old enemy 
of the family, was instrumental in 
bringing me to Florida and teaching 
me the ropes. At the time | went 
against what my dad had told me and 
what my brothers had told me and 
decided to give it,a try. | guess every 
young man is entitled to one big mis- 
take and this certainly was my big 
one. But | learned from it and | be-

Actually in the nine months that 
David wrestled in Florida he held a 
championship in seven of these 
months. This in itself is quite an ac- 
complishment and one which very 
few wrestlers have ever been able to 
attain. 


‘After his stay in Florida-David re- 
turned to the Lone Star State and 
there he has remained. Is David Von 
Erich the best of the bunch? Actually it 
is.just not fair to compare the Brothers 
because all three Von Erich’s have 
been very successful in their chosen 
careers and each one has an excel- 
lent chance of someday toppling Ric 
Flair for the top spot in the sport. Until 
one of them accomplishes this feat 
let's suffice to say that they are all of 
equal talent and ability and top threats 
to the World’s throne. *

e is known as the Masked 
ll Superstar and this colossus of 
aman has more than lived up to 
his name over the last 10 years. 
Wherever he has appeared, the 
Masked Superstar has captured 
every title in that area and with his 
sensational style of combat the 
Masked Superstar will undoubtedly 
capture many more titles and awards 
in the years to come. 
Other than Mil Mascaras and the 
Destroyer, there are no other masked 


wrestlers who have wrestled for as 


long as the Masked Superstar. What 
prompted the Masked Superstar to 
originally put on a hood? The 
“Superstar” explains, “Ten years ago 
when | started, | was coaching foot- 
ball and track and teaching high 
school. The local Board of Education 
frowned on anyone moonlighting and 
by weaning the mask it was an easy 
way for me to do both. Eventually | 
really began to enjoy the wrestling life 
and after a few years, | gave up teach- 
ing completely to persue a full time 
wrestling career. Since that time I’ve 
been very successful, but | have also 
put a lot of effort into it. | work out hard, 
| watch films, | read as many articles 
as | can. | talk to as many wrestlers as 
possible to learn new strategies. 
Wrestling is like achess game. You've 
got to be prepared and constantly 
thinking and always one step ahead 
of your opponents. If you are able to 
do this, you will come out victorious.” 

Using his approach the Masked 
Superstar has captured every title in 
the south including the Mid-Atlantic 
Heavyweight title and the prestigious 
National Heavyweight belt. Besides 
being successful wrestling as a 
single, the Masked Superstar has

also won his fair share of tag titles. His 
most consistent partner over the past 
couple of years has been another 
masked man, the Super Destroyer. As 
a team they are simply awesome. 
“Super D and | make an excellent 
team. We both think alike, act alike, 
and work very hard to make our 
partnership a successful one. To- 
gether we have managed to win our 
fair share of titles all across the coun- 
try.” 

Recently the fans in Georgia and 
throughout the south have begun to 
look on the Masked Superstar in a 
different light. Whereas before he was 
booed loudly, today he is cheered 
constantly. What prompted this 
change? Even the Masked Superstar 
is not sure. “I guess the fans finally 
realized that whenever | say some- 
thing | back it up with action. In the last 
few years | could feel the change in 
their attitude coming on. It was more 
of a respect situation than anything 
else. They respect what | have ac- 
complished is this sport and it shows.”

Actually what really changed the 
fans attitude towards the Masked 
Superstar was his feud with Ole An- 
derson. One day Anderson and the 
Masked Superstar got into an alterca- 
tion, and the fans sided with the 
masked man. They have been behind 
him ever since. “Don't think for a sec- 
ond that! have changed my style,” the 
Masked Superstar stated. “I’ve al- 
ways wrestled the same and | always 
will. In fact not too long ago while tour- 
ing Louisiana the fans’ reception was 
just like it used to be. But, actually it 
doesn’t matter to me what the people 
think because the only thing tha really 
matters is whether you win or lose, 
and the Masked Superstar is not a 
loser.” 

Over the years, the Masked 
Superstar has had his fair share of 
feuds. But his most consistent foe in 
this time has been Mr. Wrestling II. 
Whenever these two mortal enemies 
have'stepped into the ring, an all out 
war has ensued. “| don't like the man 
but | respect him,” the Masked 
Superstar stated. “He and | have 
been involved in Some very grueling, 
tough matches and on two different 
occasions | drove him out pf Georgia. 
I've always said the south was not big 
enough for two masked men and | 
proved my point by sending II on the 
road.” 

By admitting that the south is not 
big enough for two masked men, the 
Masked Superstar overlooked the 
fact that his partner, the Super De- 
stroyer, also wears a hood. Was it an 
intentional slip up or just a figure of 


speech? When questioned about this — 


the Superstar replied. “The time may 
come when I've got to wrestle him too! 
I've got a lot of pride at stake with this 
mask of mine and | want to be known 
around the world as the number one 
masked man in the sport. If Super D 
came between me being recognized 
as #1 then we would have to get it on 
too!” 

As much as the Masked Superstar 
likes to wrestle with his mask on, after 
a.hard night's bout he can't wait until 
he is able to take off his mask and 


resume a normal life. “One of the | 


things | enjoy most about wearing the 
mask is the fact that | once | take it off | 
can be myself,” the masked man ad- 
mitted. “I have two identites; one in- 
side the ring and the other away from 
the arena. A lot of fellows can't go toa 
mall, movie or a restaurant without 
consistently being under surveillance 
and harassed by people. | can take 
my mask off four or five blocks from

the arena and go into arestaurant and 
enjoy a meal without any hassels. 
Anyone who is in the limelight, as we 
are constantly, has very little time for 
themselves. You just got to have a 
little seclusion, a little area, where you 
can regroup and regain your sanity. 
Wrestling with a mask and then being 
able to remove it affords me this lux- 
ury.” 

As far as the Masked Superstar’s 
future plans are concerned, the man 
of mystery is planning another tour of 
Japan and then an invasion of 
Canada. After Canada, the Masked 
Superstar has set his sights on wrestl- 
ing in the WWF area. “Before | leave 
the south | want to thank-all those 
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wonderful fans who cheered for me 
even when it wasn't the ‘in’ thing to do. 
They are the ones who really know 
class! But don’t despair, for | will re- 
turn. Right now | have few commit- 
ments in Japan and then | will move 
up north into Canada to begin my east 
coast invasion. For the past 10 years 
| have wrestled exclusively in the 
south, other than my tours to the 
Orient, and now is the time to branch 
out and see how the other half lives. 
And, if it is anything like | think it is, 
then | know | will do very well. My long 
range goal is to win a major title and 
since Ric Flair simply refuses to give 
me a World title match | have decided 
to look east towards Madison Square 


Garden and Bob Backlund. I've seen - 
Backlund wrestle on three different 
occasions inthe Omni and | must say | 
was impressed. But, | know | can de- 
feat him if given the chance. All I'm 
asking for is an opportunity to meet 
him with his title at stake. Then my 
celebration will begin because | will , 
defeat him and capture the title.”

the late fifties and in the sixties and 
seventies there wasn't anyone better! 
Bruno first rose to prominence on May 
17, 1963 when he defeated “Nature 
Boy” Buddy Rogers for the WWF 
Heavyweight title in an astonishing 
forty-seven seconds. From that day 
on until Jan. 18, 1971 Bruno was in- 
vincible. The Italian strongman met 
and defeated every top man in the 
sport during his reign including 
greats: Killer Kowalski, Johnny Valen- 
tine, Bill Watts, Fritz von Erich, Fred 


Blassie, John Tolas and Lou Thesz. 
But in Jan. 1971 Bruno, in an upset, 
lost his coveted title to the “Russian 
Bear’, Ivan Koloff. Although the pin 
appeared to be questionable, Bruno 
never complained or looked for an 
alibi. In fact, Bruno's bout against 
Koloff had a “no return” clause stipu- 
lation due to the fact that Bruno had 
defeated Koloff so many times in the 
past. But on this mournful night in the 
Garden, Bruno went down to defeat. 

For the next couple of years Bruno

stayed home reintroducing himself to 
the family that he had missed so 
much while away on the road: Finally, 
after close to a two year lay off that old 
bug bit him once again and Bruno 
Started to make a few guest appear- 


ances around the country. This semi- 


retirement lasted another year and 
then the Italian began to make more 
appearances in the WWF arena. On 
Dec. 10, 1973, in Madison Square 
Garden, Bruno made history once 
again when he defeated Stan Stasiak 
for the coveted WWF title. At that time 
no one imagined that Bruno would 
ever regain the title but he proved all 
_ the experts wrong. During the next 
few years Bruno met and defeated 
such stars as George Steele, Ernie 
Ladd, Butcher Vachon, Don Leo 
Jonathan, Killer Kowalski, Spiros Ar- 
ion, Waldo Von Erich. But while facing 
big Stan Hansen, Bruno suffered a 
serious neck injury. It was feared at 
the time that Bruno might suffer per-

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manent injury, but the champion 
came back, received and defeated 
Stan Hansen in Shea Stadium in a 
wild brawl. 

Bruno continued his reign for 
another couple of years defeating 
Nikolai Volkoff, Tor Kamamta, Bruiser 
Brody, Ken Patera and Baron. Von 
Raschke in the process. But his reign 
finally came to an end on April 30, 
1977 in the Baltimore Civic Center. 
“Superstar” Billy Graham was the 
culprit and once again the match was 
marred by controversy and confu- 
sion. But, Bruno, being the great 
champion that he is, never once com- 
plained about the outcome. Bruno 
and Graham faced each other several 
more times after this incident, but the 
Legend was just never able to defeat 
the Superstar and reclaim his title. 

For the next few years Bruno once 
again went into semi-retirement, 
wrestling only occasionally. But it was 
at this time that Bruno began a new

career as color commentator on the 
WWF televised wrestling program. 
For a couple of years everything went 
smoothly for the great Italian. But, 
eventually he became involved in an 
altercation with former friend, Larry 
Zbyszko. The Zbyszko-Bruno feud 
lasted for six months, culminating in 
their match in Shea Stadium in Aug. 
1980. 42,000 people turned out to 
witness this bout and everyone went 
home happy as the great Bruno de- 
feated his arch rival in a wild cage 
match. 

For the next year Bruno wrestled 
only occasionally. Watching him in ac- 
tion you could sense that the old fight- 
ing spirit was gone. Finally, on Oct. 4, 
1981 “The End of an Era” occurred in 
the New Jersey Meadowlands as 
Bruno in his farewell match defeated 
George “The Animal” Steele. 

Almost three years have elapsed 
since Bruno last stepped into a ring 
but he is still loved and revered by all.

In fact, Bruno looks as good today as 
he did during his heyday as he still 
keeps himself in perfect condition 
working out on the weights and relax- 
ing at home. 

Bruno came back once before and 
it would be great to see the Italian in 


action once again. But will this ever 
happen? Bruno has stated that he 
has no plans of ever returning to the 
ring, but you just never know. That old 
bug could bite again at any moment 
and there are literally millions of 
people all over the world hoping that it 


will. 

There has never been a wrestler 
quite like Bruno Sammartino andin all 
probability there never will be another 
as talented, as loved and as re- 
spected as the great Bruno Sammar- 
tino. He is truly in a class by himself. *«

If he’s a real cham- 
pion like he claims to be, he wouldn't 
be afraid to give me a title match.” 

After much shouting and plenty of 
screaming back and forth, Ric Flair 
finally consented to give Tony Atlas a 
title shot. “OK Atlas, if you think you’re 
man enough to defeat me I'll put my 
title on the line against you to prove 
that I’m the better man.” 

The big match was set for the 
Omni: Ric Flair VS. Tony-Atlas with 
the NWA World’s Heavyweight title at 
stake. A large crowd filled the beauti- 
ful arena hoping to see a new cham- 
pion crowned and everyone who 
turned out almost got their wish. Inthe 
confusion that ensued during the end 
of the wild brawl one referee raised 
Tony Atlas’ arm while another raised 
Ric Flair’s. What happened? No one 
knew for sure. Even the official deci- 
sion by the ring announcer was un- 
clear as to the winner of the bout. 

A week following the battle Ric Flair 
appeared on World Championship 
Wrestling acting like nothing had 
happened. But a directive issued by 
NWA president Bob Geigel and read 
on World's Championship Wrestling 
really upset the champion. In short, 
NWA president Geigel ruled that Ric 
Flair had to defend his title against 
Tony Atlas again or forfeit his title. 
Flair was upset! “No one tells me 
where to be, how to do it or when to 
put up my championship belt. | sign 
my own contracts and | do not have to 
bow down to anyone.” 

“If you think anyone can tell Ric 
Flair what to do you've got another 
thing coming.” As Ric Flair adamantly 
refused to put his title on the line 
against Tony Atlas, NWA president 
Bob Geigel made a personal appear- 
ance on World Championship Wrestl- 
ing. “If you do not sign the contract to 
defend the NWA World's title against 
Tony Atlas by the time | leave Atlanta, 
I'm taking that title back with me.” 


Hearing Bob Geigels’s words, the 
champion was stunned. He never be- 
lieved the NWA president would ap- 
pear in person to see if the champi- 
onship match was signed. Finally 
after much deliberation Flair reluc- 
tantly put his name on the dotted line! 
“| hope this makes you and the NWA’ 
real happy,” Ric Flair stated after sign- 
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ingsthe contract. Once the contract 
was signed, sealed and delivered 
Tony Atlas came charging out of the 
dressing room to make sure that the 
contract was legitimate. Seeing that it 
was, Atlas became estatic. “Now I'll 
get you!” Atlas promised. “I won't let 
you get by me this time, Ric Flair you 
signed for your last championship 
match.” 


The match in the Omni was once 
again marred by controversy. In the 
end, Ric Flair, despite being injured, 
was able to walk out of the Omni still 
holding his prescious “ten pounds of 
gold.”
